Courses  of  study  leading  to  the 
Master  of  Religious  Education  de¬ 
gree  and  the  Doctor  of  Religious 
Education  Degree  were  outlined  in 
detail.

The  auditor’s  report  indicates  a 
profit  of  $11,336  36.  This  is  due  to 
the  healthy  increase  in  circulation, 
an  increase  m  advertising  revenue 
and  an  eagle  eye  for  economy 
wherever  possible. 

Owned  and  operated  by  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptists,  th*  Baptist  Record 
promotes  all  our  Baptist  work,  in¬

EVANGELIST  TO  FACE  CORONER'S  INQUEST 
IN  'FAITH  HEALING'  DEATH 


Toronto — ( RNS) —  An  Oklahoma  j 
evangelist  will  be  subpoenaed  to 
testify  at  an  inquest  into  the  death 
of  a  young  diabetic  who  died  after 
attending  his  meetings  in  nearby 
Barrie,  Ont.,  Dr.  Smirle  Lawson, 
Chief  Coroner  for  Ontario  Prov¬ 
ince,  said  here. 

The  coroner  said  that  Mary  Tay¬ 
lor.  19,  of  Lefroy,  a  diabetic  since 
childhood,  had  refused  to  continue 
taking  insulin  because  of  her  faith 
in  the  healing  powers  of  the  evan¬ 
gelist,  W.  R.  Holmes,  and  had  died 
soon  afterward. 

He  said  that  Miss  Taylor  “seem¬ 
ed  very  religious"  and  that  the 
only  explanation  be  could  give  at 
her  death  was  that  “she  did  not 
have  enough  faith.” 

He  denied  that  he  is  a  ‘faith 
healer,’  however,  saying  that  he 
n.erely  “had  been  chosen  by  God 
to  guide  God’s  chosen  people  to 
Him  by  faith." 

The  evangelist  said  that  Miss 
Taylor  and  her  mother  had  come 
to  him  and  asked  if  they  should 
continue  the  insulin  treatments. 

“1  told  them  1  could  not  make 
the  decision  for  them,"  Mr.  Holmes 
said,  “as  the  girl  herself  must 
have  faith.  I  told  them  to  think  the 
matter  over  and  God  would  surely 
direct  them  if  their  faith  was  suffi¬ 
cient.” 

Meanwhile,  a  number  of  reli¬ 
gious  leaders  here  joined  with  doc¬ 
tors,  public  health  officers  and 
iewspapers  in  denouncing  “Irre¬ 
sponsible  faith  healers"  who  do  not 
work  “hand-in-hand”  with  doctors 
and  nurses. 

Faith  begins  where  medical  sci¬ 
ence  leaves  off,  said  Dr.  Alton 
Ray  Beverley,  Anglican  Bishop  of 
Toronto.  “It  would  be  foolish,"  he 
added,  “not  to  make  use  of  every 
available  means,  but  there  is  plen¬ 
ty  of  room  for  faith  after  thaL"
